The Army 
will take over at three o'clock 
headed oy the Army Band which 
will parade around the square 
several limes. 
Next the artillery will go into 
action and there will be some 
modern up to date tanks in the 
line with airplanes flying above 
the square. The maneuvers are 
expected to last about an hour. 
There will be spt aking from 4 
to 5 o'clock over a public address 
system from the north side of the 
courthouse. Among the speakers 
will be Chaplain Pearce, one of 
the most forceful speakers at 
Camp Bowie. The other speaker 
will probably be Major R. L. 
Storey. Chairman of the Dallas 
County Defense, who spent sev­ 
eral weeks in England observing 
at first hand the bombers in ac­ 
tion and how the defense program 
in that nation works. 
The De Leon and Gustine mer­ 
chants as well as those in Co­ 
manche and other towns of the 
county are expected to close their 
places of business and be on hand 
for the occasion.

In a recent meeting of the 
Upper Leon Soil Conservation Dis­ 
trict, the supervisors highly en­ 
dorsed the increase in peanut 
production in this district, but 
they are very much concerned 
over the erosion hazard that will 
follow. Along with the patriotic 
duty of production is the duty of 
giving the maximum protection 
to the soil which is of equal im­ 
portance. 
With the increased acreage of 
peanuts will come an increase m 
soil depletion, especially by wind 
erosion, unless adequate practices 
are set up to meet the increased 
hazards. Many farmers are giving 
much thought to the adoption of 
proper simple conservation mea­ 
sures that could be put into prac­ 
tice this goming season to prevent 
the peanut section of the county 
from becoming the future “dust 
bowl” in Texas. Many farmers in 
the district have been tnncreasln* 
the yields by the use of simple 
conservation practices along -with 


the application of commercial fer­ 
tilizers. 
The following are just some of j 
the simple practices that district i 
farmers are using in the sandy 
section to help control wind and 
water erosion and maintain the 
fertility of the soil. 
1. Farming on the contour and 
with the terraces. 
2. Contour and field stripping 
with peas, grain sorghums and 
corn (4 rows of feed and 8 rows 
penuts' to be the most common). 
3. Winter cover crop planted on 
peanut land before or immediat­ 
ely after harvest (Abruzzi rye 
makes the best growth). 
4. Making usp of crop residue 
by leaving on top of soil instead 
of turning under. 
5. Rotating crops with deep 
rooted plants, followed by a shal­ 
low rooted plant (peanuts fol­ 
lowing corn, grain sorghum inter­ 
planted with peas). 
8. Limited grazing of grain sorg­ 
hum stalks and return to soil to 
build up organic content of soil.

To A ll Motor Vehicle Owners 


The 1942 Auto License Plates went on sale February 1st, 1942, and 
owners of Automobiles, Trucks or Pickups have until April 1st, 1942 to 
secure such license plates. 


The Certificate of Title Law has a provision in it that a person 
must have a Certificate of Title before he can re-register the vehicle 
and The State Highway Department has issued instructions that a collec­ 
tor shall not issue license plates for a motor vehicle for the year 1942 
unless the owner of such vehicle has presented his Certificate of Title. 


If an owner of a vehicle has made application for title and has not 
received same from the department in Austin, the receipt issued by the 
collector at the time of such application will be accepted, provided the 
title has not been received by the owner. But if the title has been received 
it must be presented at the office when the vehicle is re-registered. 


There is a space provided in the 1942 License Receipts for the title 
number and this title number must be put in this space before the collector 
can issue the license plates. According to the law you will positively have 
to bring your Certificate along to re-register your automobile, truck or 
pickup for the year 1942, unless same has not been received from the 
department in Austin. 


We will very deeply appreciate the co-operation of the motor vehicle 
owners of Comanche County and trust you can understand our position 
in the matter. 


If you desire to do so you can bring your old license plates in to this 
office and we will have a space provided to handle these old plates and 
we will pass them on to the proper place to help win the war. This is not 
compulsory but just a m atter of each of us doing our part as patriotic 
citizens in helping win the war.
